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Dean's  Comments 


On  Self-Studies  and 
Accreditation 


Daring  the  second  week 
of  September  the 
School  of  Dentistry 
received  a  site-visit  from  the  20- 
member  team  of  the  Commission 
on  Dental  Accreditation.  It  has 
been  eight  years  since  our  last 
accreditation  site-visit  in  1988. 
The  end  product  of  accreditation 
represents  a  particular  type  of 
periodic  report  card  on  the  teach- 
ing, patient  care,  research  and 
service  programs  operated  by  the 
School  of  Dentistry.  The  univer- 
sity and  the  school  value  and  take 
accreditation  very  seriously. 

It  is  often  stated  that  the  most 
beneficial  aspect  of  the  accredi- 
tation procedure  is  the  intensive 
self-studv  process  the  school 
conducts  in  preparing  its  docu- 
mentation for  the  site-visit  team,  and  in  readying  itself  for 
the  actual  site-visit.  In  our  case,  we  established  numerous 
ad-hoc  committees  to  intensively  review  our  curriculum 
offerings,  faculty  qualifications,  teaching  facilities,  patient 
care  procedures,  research  performance,  and  a  host  of  other 
programmatic  activities  in  a  modern  dental  school.  In  ad- 
dition, we  gave  much  greater  emphasis  to  outcomes 
assessment  as  a  way  of  providing  data  that  reflect  the  trend 
to  more  accountability  relative  to  our  performance  on  vari- 
ous activities  which  the  school  is  mandated  to  carry  out. 
Our  self-studv  findings  must  be  com- 
piled into  formal  reports,  and  a  single 
set  of  our  self-studv  documents  weighs 
38  pounds  and  stands  16  inches  tall. 

As  a  (acuity  at  the  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry,  we  learned  a  great  deal  from 
our  self-study  about  both  our  strengths 
and  weaknesses.  For  example,  in  our 
Survey ol  practicing  UNC  dental  gradu- 
ates, both  younger  and  older,  we 
ascertained  that  they  were  extremely

happy  with  the  quality  of  clinical 
teaching  thev  had  received,  felt 
well  prepared  to  deliver  high 
quality  diagnostic  and  treatment 
services,  but  also  felt  that  the 
school  did  too  little  in  teaching 
the  business  aspects  of  dental 
practice,  including  personnel 
management.  We  also  discovered 
that  72  of  our  DDS  faculty  were 
active  clinicians  who  treated  pa- 
tients on  a  weekly  basis.  In  terms 
of  accreditation  standards  for 
faculty  scholarship,  we  demon- 
strated once  again  that  the  school 
has  one  of  the  most  vibrant  oral 
sciences  research  programs 
anywhere.  We  determined  that 
allied  dental  education  salaries  at 
UNC  were  lagging  national  norms. 
Based  on  the  self-perceived 
strengths  and  weaknesses,  and  even  in  advance  of  the  ac- 
creditation site-visit,  we  have  already  taken  steps  to  take 
appropriate  corrective  action.  For  example1,  additional  teach- 
ing in  practice  management  has  been  approved, 
salaries  for  allied  dental  education  faculty  have  been 
adjusted,  senior  dental  students  have  already  begun  to  work 
more  closely  with  dental  assistants  in  a  new  four-handed 
dentistry  program,  our  jurisprudence  offering  has  been  ex- 
panded, and  clinical  records  documentation  is  being 
improved.  These  and  other  steps  should  lead  to  better  pro- 
grams in  teaching,  patient  care,  research 
and  service. 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not 
thank  Dr.  Hon  Hunt,  our  dean  for  aca- 
demic affairs,  his  staff  and  the  many 
dedicated  faculty  who  worked  incred- 
ibly hard  and  effectively  to  conduct  the 
school's  self-studv  and  to  prepare  our 
1996  accreditation  documentation.  We 
now  await  judgment  ol  the  (  !ommission 
on  I  )ental  Accreditation.

team  when  he  was  an  infant.  During 
the  diagnostic  consultation,  specialists 
spent  one-and-a-half  days  assessing  his 
physical,  neurological,  and  social  de- 
velopment, and  he  has  returned  sev- 
eral times  since  then  for  treatment. 
Surgeons  repaired  his  cleft  when  he 
was  two  years  old,  and  physicians  have 
prescribed  glasses  for  him.  He  also  had 
temporary  tubes  in  his  ears  to  clear  up 
recurrent  infections,  a  problem  more 
common  in  children  with  cleft  palates. 

Recently  Andrew  returned  to  the 
center  for  a  day-long  follow-up  evalu- 
ation. An  oral  surgeon  and  a  plastic  sur- 
geon checked  his  healed  palate.  Two 
speech  pathologists  assessed  his  lan- 
guage skills,  looking  for  the  anomalous 
speech  patterns  which  cleft  palate 
patients  sometimes  develop.  An  oto- 
laryngologist and  an  audiologist 
assessed  his  hearing,  and  an  ophthal- 
mologist tested  his  vision.  A  pediatric 
dentist  and  an  orthodontist  checked 
his  teeth,  and  a  social  worker  talked 
with  his  mother  about  preschool, 
about  his  social  development,  and 
about  other  health-care  matters.  Fi- 
nally two  clinical  researchers  intro- 
duced him  to  the  equipment  thev  will 
use  during  future  appointments. 

Before  Andrews  next  visit,  the  team 
will  meet  to  review  his  history,  which 
is  scrupulously  documented  in  a  six- 
pound  medical  chart.  The  members 


will  discuss  the  most  recent  set  of 
evaluations  and  decide  whether  to  rec- 
ommend any  additional  treatment. 

Patients  like  Andrew  have  received 
coordinated,  comprehensive  care  at 
the  craniofacial  center  since  it  was  es- 
tablished in  1963  bv  Donald  Warren, 
DDS,  PhD,  the  center's  director  and 
Kenan  professor  of  dental  ecology  and 
otolaryngology,  and  by  Erie  Peacock. 
MD,  a  plastic  surgeon  no  longer  at 
UNC-CH.  Though  originally  created 
to  treat  cleft  lip  and  palate  patients, 
the  program  has  expanded  to  include 
other  craniofacial  anomalies.  "Our 
program  . . .  used  to  be  mostly  cleft  lip 
and  palate  because  those  babies  sur- 
vived and  the  others  didn't,"  says 
Warren.  "The  needs  of  the  patients 
now  are  much  more  complex  than  thev 
used  to  be." 

Six  programs  in  the  state  treat  pa- 
tients with  cleft  lip  and  palate,  but  only 
four  of  those  treat  the  full  spectrum 
of  craniofacial  patients.  The  program 
at  UNC-CH  is  the  largest,  with  a  core 
group  of  providers  and  researchers 
from  16  different  specialties. 

Team  members  rely  on  research,  as 
well  as  clinical  expertise,  to  address  die 
patients'  needs  and  desires.  "Being 
able  to  knowledgeably  discuss  the  im-

work  with  families,"  says  Ronald 
Strauss.  DMD.  PhD,  professor  of  den- 
tal ecology  and  social  medicine.  "It  also 
helps  us  to  provide  better  treatment. 
We  ask  questions  we  might  not  have 
asked  otherwise,  and  we  can  answer 
more  questions  for  the  patients  and 
their  families." 

"We  do  this  work  to  serve  the 
people  of  the  state,"  says  Warren,  "but 
it's  also  a  learning  opportunity  for  us." 

For  33  years,  with  continuous  sup- 
port from  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  f  NIH),  Warren  and  some  of  his 
colleagues  have  been  ex- 
ploring fundamental 
questions  about  speech 
and  breathing.  Because 
clefts,  and  the  reduced  or 
obstructed  nasal  passages 
that  often  accompany 
them,  direct  more  air 
through  the  nose,  people 
with  clefts  speak  and 
breathe  differently  from 
people  without  clefts. 
They  may  learn  to  com- 
pensate for  the  unusual 
airflow,  which  makes 
their  speech  less  nasal- 
and  also  less  intelligible. 

"Why  do  they  develop 
compensator)'  strategies? 
That's  what  we  wanted  to  know,"  War- 
ren says.  "It's  unusual  because  these 
strategies  undermine,  rather  than  en- 
hance, speech." 

Speech  is  regulated  by  the  tautness, 
thinness,  and  position  of  the  vocal 
cords,  and  by  respiratory  effort.  Ma- 
nipulation of  the  vocal  cords  and  other 
respiratory-tract  structures  controls 
pressure  in  the  lungs.  Robert  Mavo,

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Looking  for  the  Causes

As  specialists  at  the  UNC-CH  craniofacial 
center  study  and  treat  craniofacial  anoma- 
lies, another  group  of  researchers  is 
uncovering  the  genetic  and  developmental 
origins  of  these  birth  defects. 

Vulnerability  During 
Early  Pregnancy 

"We're  trying  to  get  to  the  mechanistic 
level  of  what  causes  birth  defects  and  how 
to  prevent  them,"  says  Kathleen  Sulik,  PhD, 
professor  of  cell  biology  and  anatomy.  "A 
lot  of  times  malformations  don't  occur  in 
isolation.  Defects  in  seemingly  unrelated  tis- 
sues can  occur  in  a  single  individual.  What 
is  it  that  the  affected  cells  have  in  common?" 

Using  pregnant  mice,  Sulik  and  her  col- 
leagues have  investigated  the  damaging  ef- 
fects of  a  number  of  teratogens,  agents 
which  disrupt  embryo  development.  One 
of  these  teratogens  is  ochratoxin  A,  often 
found  on  moldy  food,  especially  grains, 
which  is  a  problem  more  common  in  de- 
veloping countries  than  in  the  United  States. 
Sulik  and  her  colleagues  have  shown  that 
exposing  a  pregnant  mouse  to  ochratoxin 
A  on  the  seventh  or  eighth  day  of  preg- 
nancy, corresponding  to  the  third  and 
fourth  weeks  for  humans,  causes  craniofa- 
cial defects  in  the  embryo,  such  as  cleft  lip, 
midfacial  clefting,  and  exencephaly  (the 
brain  appearing  outside  the  skull). 

A  second,  more  notorious  group  of  ter- 
atogens is  the  retinoid  family,  which  includes 
vitamin  A. Two  forms  of  retinoids  are  pre- 
scribed as  acne  treatments:  1 3-cis  retinoic 
acid,  an  oral  medication  commonly  known 
as  Accutane,  and  all-trans  retinoic  acid,  a 
topical  medication  commonly  known  as 
Retin  A.The  severe  effects  of  the  oral  medi- 
cation on  developing  babies, called  retinoic 
acid  embryopathy  (RAE),  are  well  estab- 
lished, but  the  topical  treatment  has  been 
considered  safe  because  the  amount  ab- 
sorbed through  the  skin  has  been  consid- 
ered negligible.  However, a  recent  paper  by 
Sulik  and  her  colleagues  demonstrates  that 
low  doses  of  all-trans  retinoic  acid  admin- 
istered very  early  in  pregnancy  produces 
some  of  the  craniofacial  defects  found  in 
RAE,  as  well  as  malformations  of  the  eyes 
and  brain  not  previously  associated  with 


retinoids.  In  mice,  the  critical  period  is  the 
seventh  day  of  gestation,  which  corre- 
sponds to  the  third  week  for  humans,  of- 
ten before  the  mother  even  suspects  she 
is  pregnant. 

New  Hat  for  a 
Neurotransmitter 

Jean  Lauder,  PhD,  professor  of  cell  biol- 
ogy and  anatomy,  and  the  members  of  her 
laboratory  have  discovered  evidence  that 
serotonin, a  neurotransmitter  traditionally 
known  to  be  involved  in  the  regulation  of 
moods  and  sleep,  plays  a  crucial  part  in  cran- 
iofacial development. Working  with  mouse 
embryos,  Lauder's  group  has  discovered 
that  serotonin,  which  reaches  the  embryo 
via  maternal-fetal  circulation,  helps  to  co- 
ordinate development  of  facial  structures, 
including  the  eyes,  nose,  jaw,  and  teeth.  Se- 
rotonin is  taken  up  and  degraded  by  the 
layer  of  cells  that  becomes  the  skin  of  the 
face. This  cycling  of  serotonin  controls  its 
levels  in  deeper  facial  tissues,  where  recep- 
tors for  the  neurotransmitter  help  it  to 
regulate  growth  and  gene  expression. 
Blocking  the  uptake  or  degradation  of 
serotonin  or  perturbing  the  receptors 
results  in  malformations  of  facial  structures. 
"The  work  says  that  this  neurotransmitter 
is  also  a  blood-borne  regulator  of  devel- 
opment," Lauder  says. 


Deducing  the  Role  of 
Regulatory  Genes 

Thomas  Sadler,  PhD,  director  of  the  Birth 
Defects  Center  and  professor  of  cell  biology 
and  anatomy,  and  his  colleagues  are  working 
with  two  genes,  Msx  I  and  Msx2,  to  figure 
out  why  they  produce  craniofacial  and  neu- 
ral tube  (spinal  cord)  defects.  Msx  I  and  Msx2 
are  transcription  factors,  that  is,  they  promote 
or  inhibit  the  synthesis  of  products  from  other 
genes.  In  the  mouse  embryo,  Msx  I  and  Msx2 
are  expressed  in  the  cells  that  eventually 
become  the  spinal  cord  and  the  craniofacial 
region.  Other  researchers  have  shown  that 
complete  loss  of  Msx  I  produces  cleft  palate 
and  abnormalities  in  some  facial  bones,  while 
complete  loss  of  Msx2  results  in  premature 
closure  of  the  plates  in  the  skull,  pushing  the 
brain  too  far  forward.  Using  antisense  oligo- 
nucleotides to  inactivate  the  gene  products, 
Sadler's  group  has  knocked  out  both  Msx  I 
and  Msx2.When  both  genes  are  disrupted 
simultaneously,  the  defects  are  more  severe 
and  occur  more  frequently."We're  interested 
in  knowing  if  we're  disrupting  migration  or 
proliferation  of  cells.or  just  causing  cell  death," 
Sadler  says.  "It  doesn't  appear  that  the  cells 
are  dying,  but  we  don't  really  know  how  these 
genes  function  yet."

alen  B.  Schneider,  DDS,  Dentist- 
Scientist,  recently  received  the 
highest  dental  research  award  given  to 
young  investigators.  Me  accepted  the  presti- 
gious Edward  H.  Hatton  Award  at  the  1996 
International  Association  of  Dental  Research 
Meeting  in  San  Francisco.  Established  in  194S 
as  the  Dental  Science  and  Dental  Art  Award, 
the  award  was  renamed  in  1957  to  honor  the 
associations  long-time  secretary.  Financially 
supported  by  the  Warner-Lambert  Company, 
the  $500  prize  honors  young  dental  scientists 
who  present  the  most  meritorious  papers  on 
their  original  research. 

Schneider  placed  first  in  a  competitive  in- 
ternational group  of  34  for  his  research,  "The 
Role  of  Protein  Tyrosine  Phosphatases  in  Fo- 
cal Adhesions."  His  research  focuses  on  various 
proteins  which  influence  cell  adhesion  and  the 
growth  of  normal  and  cancerous  cells. 

"Dr.  Schneider's  achievement  has  significant 
merit  on  both  local  and  national  levels.  We  are 
extremely  proud  of  his  accomplishments,  and 
we  are  encouraged  as  to  his  potential  for  re- 
search and  academic  advancement,"  said  David 
A.  Felton,  professor  and  chair  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Prosthodontics. 

Schneider  has  received  other  research 
awards  including:  a  Woods  Hole  Summer  Re- 
search Fellowship,  the  Arthur  T.  Frechette 
Award  in  prosthodontics  and  the  Derek  T 
Turner  Award  from  the  UNC  School  of  Den- 
tistry Section  of  AADR.

ay  10  was  an  historic  day  for  the  UNC  School 
of  Dentistry  when  it  broadcast  its  first  distance 
learning  symposium  from  the  UNC  campus. 
"Periodontal  Plastic  Surgery  for  Recession  Defects"  was 
beamed  \ia  satellite  to  an  audience  of  700  at  sixteen  sites 
throughout  the  United  States  and  to  a  site  in  Frankfurt, 
Germany.  This  was  the  first  opportunity  the  schools  con- 
tinuing education  program  has  had  to  take  advantage  of 
state-of-the-art  satellite  technology  in  an  international  ven- 
ture and  it  was  a  tremendous  success. 

The  five-hour  program  focused  on  how  to  integrate  the 
treatment  of  recession  defects  into  clinical  practice.

NIDR  Grant  to  study 
Periodontal  and  Heart 
Disease  Link 

School  of  Dentistry  faculty  members 

James  D.  Beck,  PhD,  MS,  and  Steven 
Offenbacher,  DDS,  PhD,  are  principal 
and  co-principal  investigators  in  a  study 
to  help  define  the  link  between  peri- 
odontal and  heart  disease.  The  largest 
study  of  its  kind,  the  $2.2  million  grant 
from  die  National  Institute  of  Dental 
Research  will  explore  in  detail  the  un- 
derlying inflammatory  responses  com- 
mon to  both  diseases.  Several  other 
studies  have  shown  that  individuals  widi 
severe  periodontal  disease  are  more 
likely  to  develop  heart  disease  than  diose 
without  periodontal  problems. 

Bv  tapping  into  an  ongoing  study 
bv  the  National  Heart,  Lung  and 
Blood  Institute,  the  researchers  will  be 
able  to  examine  the  markers  of  peri- 
odontal disease  in  14,000  individuals 
already  receiving  extensive  heart  dis- 
ease testing.  The  dental  researchers 
will  then  compare  these  periodontal 
markers  with  clinical  measures  of  heart 
disease:  the  occurrence  oi  heart  attacks, 
stroke  and  death  and  ultrasound  mea- 
sures of  carotid  vessel  thickening.  They 
hope  that  these  comparisons  will 
uncover  the  biological  association  be-

Part  of  the  link  may  lie  with  harm- 
ful bacteria  that  colonize  in  the  mouth. 
The  researchers  theorize  that  certain 
types  of  these  bacteria  cluster  together 
as  plaque  causing  periodontal  disease 
and  also  activate  white  blood  cells  in 
the  body  to  release  harmful  clotting 
factors  and  proteins  that  contribute  to 
heart  diseases  and  strokes. 

"Establishing  periodontal  diseases 
as  a  risk  factor  for  heart  disease  and 
stroke  would  take  on  new  meaning  for 
oral  health  as  its  relates  to  the  overall 
health  of  individuals,"  according  to 
Beck  and  Offenbacher. 

Participants  in  die  study  reside  in  four 
communities:  Forsyth  County,  N.C., 
Jackson,  Miss.,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  and 
Washington  Count)',  Md.
